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Didsbury Pioneer 
Passes Away 


In the passing of Grandma Cress- 
man, who died at her home on Fvi- 
day, May 13th, Didsbury lost one 
of the oldest pioneers. Mrs. Cress- 
man had been ailing for about a 
year and in January she suffered a 
stroke from which she never re 
covered, 

Mrs. Cressman came here with 
her family in 1899 when the district 
Was just Opening up for settlement 
and lived to see the district devel- 
oped from the raw prairie to a pros- 
perous farming district. 

Angeline Bingeman Cressman was 
born Aug. 6, 1852in Oxford county, 


near the village of Washington, 
Ont., and died May 13th, 1932, 
aged 79 years, 9 months, 7 days. 

Angeline Bingeman was married 
to Samuel C. Cressman on Sept, 
13th, 1873.) This union was blessed 
With twelve children, 

Mr. and Mrs. Cressman and fam 
ily moved to Alberta in 1899 and 
have resided here ever since. 

She leaves to mourn her loss four 
daughters, Mrs. Allan’ Hunsperger, 
Didsbury; Mrs. J. W. Ryekman, 
Bellingham; Mrs. R.D.Curdy, Druin- 
heller, Miss Zellah Cressman, Dids-

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Forest Destruction 
In Alberta Serious 


_———-- 


Considered from tlie standpoint 
of destruction of forest resources, 
the fire season of 1981, reports the 
Alberta Department of Lands and 
Mines, wae probably the most dis- 


astrous on record. \Veather con- 
ditions prevailing during the winter 
of 1980-81 were such that fires 
started readily and burnt into the 


ground, thus providing a start for 
destructive fires in the spring. On 
the forests of the east slope of the 
Rocky Mountains is was necessary 
to fight fires on several occasions 
during the winter. 


Asa result of winter condition- 
and of the weather and ground cons 
ditions in the spring whereby fire 
spread rapidly, fires set for the pur- 
pose of clearing land and fires from 
other causes, assumed dangerous 
proportions and resulted in an 
enormous loss of forest resources 
and of private property. In ad- 
dition the productivity of the soil 
and greatly damaged 

An examination of fire causes, 
state officials in charge of forest 
preservation, leaves no doubt as to 
the responsibility of individuals and 
indicates that little or no thought 
was given to the results. In many 
instances the danger to life and to 
the destruction of public and private 
properly was entirely overlooked. 
Improvements on neighboring lands 
were destroyed with no thought of 
the importance of individual welfare 
in the success of the community. 
In order to clear comparatively 
small areas, fires were indiserimin- 
utely set which destroyed large areas 
of important forest cover, which 
areas in a great many instances 
would at a Jater date contribute in 
no small way to the welfare of the 
individual and the community. 


Settlers’ fires dealt with by the 
forest reserve numbered 186, being 
21 86 per cent. of the total fires 


dealt with. 


The statement of the department 
concludes; 

“Campers, which includes all 
forest travellers, contributed to the 
destruction Inno small way. Care- 
lessness, laziness and ignorance no 
doubt explains why 147 fires” are 
known to have originated with 
campers. It is difficult to under- 
stand why people who go to the for- 
est for recreation or who obtain 
their livelihood from the forest, 
should be guilty of such carelessness. 
In the province of Alberta are found 
conditions more favorable to out- 
door recreation than in many 
countries. There is an abundance 
of game birds, fish and big game. 
hese, however, cannot exist if for- 
est de struction continues at the rate 
of 1931.
